CHILDREN'S BILL OF RIGHTS
For each child regardless of race, color or creed 

1. The right to the affection and intelligent guidance of understanding 
parents.

2. The right to be raised in a decent home in which he or she is ade­ 
quately fefl, clothed and sheltered.

3. The right to the benefits of religious guidance and training.

4. The right to a school program which, in addition to sound academic 
training, offers maximum opportunity for individual development and 
preparation for living.

5. The right to receive constructive discipline for the 'proper develop­ 
ment of good character, conduct and habits.

6. The right to be secure in his or her community against all influence! 
detrimental to proper and wholesome development.

7. The right to the individual selection of free and wholesome recreation.

8. The right to live in a community in which adults practice the belief 
that the welfare of their children is of primary importance.

9. The right to receive good adult example.

10. The rig'St to a job commensurate with his or her abflity, training and 
experience, and protection against physical or moral employment haz- 

i«rds which adversely affect wholesome development.

11. The right to health services to prevent and treat disease and to insure 
the fullest mental, physical, and social development.

Membership in a Y-Teen club is open to any girl of 
high-school age who share a concern for the Purpose and an interest in ils 
implementation. The YWCA in Torrance can offer little in the way of 
material and facilities to its younq members. How, then, can one explain 
the phenomenal growth of the Y-Teen program; the numerous service 
projects by Y-Teens; fSe Y-Teen dances are rated the best in Torrance; 
that parents have confidence in the Association?

The answer is really a simple one. The YWCA is a membership or­ 
ganization and, as such, each member feels a direct responsibility for th« 
reputation of the organization and for the fulfillment of it Purpose. The 
Y expects its Y-Teen members to accept direct responsibility for planning 
their own activities. Adult help and advice is always available, and tsSe 
development of leadership in youth through freedom to make its own 
decisions, within the broad framework of Association policy, is considered 
of paramount importance. Y-Teens are encouraged to develop their ac­ 
tivities around program areas which include Health and Recreation, Re­ 
ligion, Service, Careers, Social Responsibility and Personal Relations. By 
participation in group activities and following parliamentary procedure, 
each girl has a chance to develop qualities of leadership and to con­ 
tribute her own individual skills for the good of all.

There are in the U. S., 400,000 Y-Teen members. Surely young people 
such as these, with high ideas and chance to develop responsibility and 
self-discipline cannot be ather than a force for good in their communi­ 
ties and the country as a whole.
